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1. According to HSIAO Nsiang-jong ¥ &) Ro), commissar of the 15 Army Group 
_ of the 4 Field Army, CH'EN I, commander of the 3 Fleld Army, received orders 
in early June from the Chinese Commanist Arny headquarters in Peiping to 
take advantage of the period of the cease~fire talke to prepare to attack 
Chinmen Island and to intensify efforts to mobilize manoower and materiel 
in East China for full suovort of the "holy war of liberation". 


2- Sinee the start of the cease-fire attempt in Kores in early Jane the Chinese 
Communist authorities have posted slogans throucshout Canton with such words 
asi "Support CEU Te and LIU Shao-cht4 in liberating Taiwan." The authorities 
are planning a great varade for 1 Auguat, Shinese Communist Army Day, during 
which the protest against “American invastion of Taiwan" and "liberation of 
Taiwan" will be orepagandized.
